Have ‘You (Receivod tho Holy Ghoat? 


Many do not understand the promises 
of God’s Word. They cannot see that 
the Bible means what it says; so dodge 
around vital issues, such as conversion, 
Divine Healing, the Second Coming of 
Christ, and especially the Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. 


Let us consider the Pentecostal expe- 
rience—the Baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
Many procrastinate and do not ask God 
to fill them with the Holy Ghost, saying 
it is so hard to receive, or that it is not for 
them to receive. Yet God’s Word does 
not say that. In Luke’s Gospel, chapter 
11, verse 9, we read: “And I say unto you, 
Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, and 
ye shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you. For every one that 
asketh receiveth; and he that seeketh find- 
eth, and to him that knocketh it shall be 
opened.” That is surely plain enough. 
Some answer, “I have done that.” I do 
not doubt but what they have asked, but 
I do doubt if they have sought much. 
As a student applies himself to his studies, 
or as anyone becomes interested in some 
certain thing and studies about it, or en- 
ters into a certain line of business seeking 
to develop it, his life soon becomes filled 
with the things he is studying and in which 
he is vitally interested, so I take it that 
many have not sought very hard or they 
would have developed an added degree of 
consecration and love for God, His Word, 
and the wonderful Christian experience. 

Read what the Bible says about “knock- 
ing”: “To him that knocketh it shall be 
opened.” Another Scripture, Matthew 
11:12, says: “The kingdom of heaven suf- 
fereth violence, and the violent take it by 
force.” When you knock hard enough, 
heaven is going to be opened to you. God’s 
Word says so, and many know this to be 
true by experience. 


The next point is the fear of receiving 
something that might not be of God. Read 
verse 11, 12, and 13 of this same chapter 
of Luke: “If a son shall ask bread of any 
of you that is a father, will be give him 
a stone? or if he ask a fish, will he for a 
fish give him a serpent? or if he shall ask 
an egg, will he offer him a scorpion?” I 
say “No! NO! NO!” The Word then 


says, “If ye then, being evil, know how 
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to give good gifts unto your children: how 
much more shall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them that ask 
him?” Hallelujah! There is nothing to 
fear if we have been born into the family 
of God. Of course, if your nature has 
not been changed, and you are seeking this 
experience, as Simon sought it from Peter, 
for money and for power to perform mir- 
acles, your money perish with you; your 
heart is not right. 


“How much more shall He give.” We 
as parents, would never give evil things to 
our children, and neither will God to His 
children. He is willing and anxious to 
empower you with the Pentecostal expe- 
rience of the Baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
It is not a hard way. It is the next logical 
step in God’s plan, in fact, a command, 
for every true child of God after his being 
born again. You need not wait for years 
and perhaps never receive. Many are like 
the children of Israel, who after leaving 
Egypt came to the border of the Promised 
Land, then turned back and never entered 
in. The children of Israel had the Holy 
Spirit guiding them to the Promised Land 
as a pillar of cloud by day and a pillar of 
fire by night. In less than two months’ 
time they could have gone in, but tarried 
there for the best part of two years and 
then because of unbelief (“It is too hard 
for me. I can never receive. It is not for 
me.”) they turned back into the wilderness 
through which they wandered for 38 years 
more. In the Promised Land was milk 
and honey, cities ready for possession, and 
servants to wait upon them, but they were 
afraid. Only Caleb and Joshua believed 
and brought back a good report. The 
children of Israel may not have lost their 
souls, but they suffered many strange 
things in the years they wandered; Miriam 
was cutsed for murmuring; Korah, Da- 
than, and Abiram were translated into 
hell; fiery serpents stung them; Baalam 
caused them to sin; even Moses became 
angry because of the people and smote the 
rock instead of speaking to it, and was not 
allowed to go into the Promised Land; and 
all over 20 vears old bleached their bones 
in the wilderness. 


It is the same today. Christians come 
up to the promised-land experience and 


then turn back. But why, when Pentecost 
is for you? Don’t believe the spies’ report. 
Look at Caleb and Joshua who brought 
back a sample of what was in the Promised 
Land. There are many Pentecostal people 
who have a good sample of a stalwart 
Christian life, and a holy walk before God 
and man. Our sample is a victorious over- 
coming Christian life with power to live 
above sin, and not be afraid of those who 
can kill the body, for we know the One 
who has said: “All power is given unto me 
in heaven and in earth.” He has imparted 
that power in the Pentecostal experience. 
Press in, hungry child of God, “No good 
thing will He withhold from them that 
walk uprightly.” “If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts unto your 
children: how much more shall your heav- 
enly Father give the Holy Spirit to them 
that ask him?”

Radio Address delivered over Radio Station KSAN 


“To open their eyes, and to turn them 
from darkness to light, and from the 
power of Satan unto God, that they might 
receive forgiveness of sins.” Acts 26: 18. 


These words, Paul tells us, were spoken 
to him by the Lord Jesus Christ. In this 
commission which Christ gives to Paul, 
we have clearly described for us how God’s 
redemption is made real to the human 
heart. In four definite steps the Lord 
shows how His saving grace is revealed. 

Notice the first step, “TO OPEN 
THEIR EYES.” A sinner’s first step 
God-ward is to discover his sin! Sin is 
always blind. The Scriptures tell us that 
the powers of evil have blinded the eyes of 
them that believe not lest the light of the 
glorious Gospel of Christ should shine 
unto them. Paul describes the non-Chris- 
tian as having his understanding dark- 
ened, and being alienated from the life of 
God because of the blindness of his heart. 
So the first thing God does with a sinning 
man is to open his eyes; to cause him to see 
the exceeding sinfulness of sin; to make 
him aware of the power and the penalty 
of sin. This is accomplished sometimes 
by a preacher’s message, or by sickness, or 
sorrow, or trial. God uses many of these 
agencies to open our eyes that we may see 
the folly of the wayward path. 

The next step is “TO TURN THEM 
FROM DARKNESS TO LIGHT.” It 
is a critical moment in the history of the 
soul when the eyes are opened. Everything 
depends on the next step! The person with 
opened eyes sees TWO ROADS stretched 
out before him; one, the narrow road that 
leads to life; the other, the broad road that 
leads to destruction. Which one will he 
walk? He sees the possibilities of TWO 
LIVES: the one lived for God, the other 
for self. Which will he choose to live? 

More than that, he sees TWO MAS- 
TERS and TWO DESTINIES. Shall 
he yield to Christ as his Master, or shall 
his life be dominated by the world, the 
flesh, and the devil? The great question 
at this point seems to be: what will this 
individual whose eyes have been opened, 
do with the light that is now streaming 
into his. mind and heart? 


Unfortunately, some do not turn from 
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darkness to light. We have the tragic ex- 
amples of Herod, of Felix, and Agrippa, 
who actually trembled under the preach- 
ing of the Gospel, and yet, turning from 
Christ, they loved darkness better than 
light. It is one thing to hear the alarm 
clock ring in the early morning hours; it is 
quite another thing to get up! So it is 
one thing to have one’s eyes opened and it 
is another matter for that one to turn from 
darkness to light. 


Bunyan wrote, “There is a way to hell 
from the very gates of heaven.” A man 
may see his iniquity, be ashamed of his 
sin, and yet turn back, and go on the way 
to destruction. God grant, dear friend, 
that as your eyes are opened to your real 
spiritual need, you will turn from darkness 
to light, and follow on to salvation. 

The third step reads: “FROM THE 
POWER OF SATAN UNTO GOD.” 
A man must not only have his eyes opened, 
and turn from darkness to light, but “from 
the power of Satan unto God.” Here is 
where the real battle begins. As surely as 
a man turns to God, he will find that at 
once he comes into grips with the powers 
of Satan. The enemy of your soul will 
not give you up without a struggle. He 
will haunt you with past deeds and the 
godless years behind you. He will try to 
block your way to the Light by the love 
of sin and the old appetites for evil which 
you once fostered and followed. 


How shall we escape from the power of 
Satan unto God? Well, it cannot be done 
by vows, or good resolutions, or reforma- 
tion, or by simply joining a church. These 
are fine things in themselves, but they are 
altogether unable to free you from your 
burden of sin. You must do what the 
Prodigal Son did. He said, “I will arise 
and go to my father.” That is exactly it; 
go directly to Him who has the power to 
break every evil fetter of sin. Don’t try 
to save yourself. It can’t be done. Arise 
and go to your heavenly Father who is 
abundantly able to deliver you from the 
power of Satan and to cleanse your heart. 

This brings us to the final step: 
“THAT YE MAY RECEIVE FOR- 
GIVENESS OF SINS.” After one has 


had his eyes opened to see the true nature 


of sin, and the true meaning of Calvary, 
and then in the light of this revelation 
turns from darkness to light and from the 
power of Satan unto God, it is right there 
that God meets with that soul and grants 
His wonderful forgiveness of sin. May I 
call your attention to the fact that forgive- 
ness is not won, nor to be deserved, IT IS 
RECEIVED! Forgiveness of sin is the 
gift of God, freely given by His grace.

Approximately six and a half years ago 
two young ministers, Brothers Delmar 
Moon and Martin Jensen, together with 
Brother Moon’s mother, Mrs. Etta Moon, 
began Pentecostal meetings at Boonville, 
a farming community in beautiful Ander- 
son Valley, west of Ukiah. 

Souls were saved and baptized in the 
Holy Ghost during meetings held in an 
unused church building, a tent, in the par- 
sonage, and also in the home of Sister 
Pearl Dutro. During this period, a build- 
ing fund was started by gifts of the saints 
and augmented by a $150 donation by 
Brother T. Benison of Oakland.

Following a two year service, the pio- 
neering party moved on to other fields 
of labor and Brother Glenn Akers and 
wife came to carry on the work. Meetings 
were held for eight months in the “living- 
room-kitchen” of the parsonage, after 
which the group moved into a garage 
building, 14x28 feet, on the property of 
Mr. and Mrs. S. M. Dutro, who also took 
cate of the lighting costs. God blessed in 
this humble place and several souls were 
saved and filled with the Holy Ghost. Dur- 
ing this period of three years, a fine lot 
was purchased and fenced with financial 
help extended by the District Home Mis- 
sions Committee and arrangements for the 
purchase handled by Brother E. Whipple. 

The little group believed God and held 


on in prayer. Money came in from many 


interested friends of the church, and with 
substantial Home Missions Fund help, 
lumber was bought and delivered on the 
lot. Brother Robert E. Ray prepared 
plans, and, with a group of men from the 
Ukiah Assembly, came to Boonville on 
November 25, 1940, and began actual con- 
struction on the project. Work proceeded 
slowly due to inclement weather, but in 
the spring began again in earnest. Towns- 
people graciously loaned tools and helped 
from time to time with the church folks 
on the construction of a comfortable, mod- 
est church house 40 feet long by 26 feet 
wide. The first services were held in the 
building on January 11, 1942. 


Dedication services were held in the new 
building at a fellowship meeting held Feb- 
ruary 2, 1942, with District Superinten- 
dent R. J. Thurmond, assisted by District 
Presbyters: L. R. Wilson of Lakeport, M. 
P. Bohnet of Santa Rosa, and R. E. Ray, 
former Presbyter of Lake and Mendocino 
District. Brother Thurmond. preached the 
dedicatory message and Brother Bohnet 
was the afternoon speaker. 

Congratulatory letters were received 
from Sister Etta L. Moon of Iowa, mother 
of the Late Brother Moon, and Brother 
Martin Jensen, now serving with the U. S. 
Navy.

Stupy XXIII—Tue War In Heaven 
Cuapter 12:7-17 
(Continued from last issue) 
III. What Took Place on Earth as the 
Immediate Result of Michael’s Vic- 
tory Over Satan. Verses 13-17, 


1. Persecution of Israel. Verse 13. Is- 
rael has been an object of the devil’s 
wrath all the way down through the cen- 
turies, and will be the special object of his 
wrath after his ejection from heaven. 


2. Divine intervention on behalf of the 
persecuted people. Verse 14. Read Ex. 
19:4. Also Ezek. 20:35, 36 and Hos. 2:14, 
15. The pronouns “her” and “she” in this 
last reference help us to identify the sun- 
clothed woman as Israel. By “a time, and 
times, and half a time” are meant three 
and a half years. This same period in 
verse 6 is spoken of as a period of “a 
thousand, two hundred and _threescore 
days,” and in the next chapter, verse 5, as 
forty and two months.” So it is quite evi- 
dent that God’s month is a month of thit- 
ty days. 

3. A supernatural effort on the part of 
Satan to thwart God’s purpose. Verse 16. 
In Ps. 18:4 we read, “The floods of un- 
godly men made me afraid.” So we see 
that masses of men are sometimes spoken 
of as floods. See also Ps. 93:1-5. Satan, 
through the Antichrist, will give the com- 
mand, and armies will march after Israel, 
for the purpose of utterly destroying the 
nation through which Christ came and 
that Satan knows constitutes God’s chos- 
en people through whom, during the mil- 
lennium, He will govern the world. 

4. A miraculous and successful counter- 
effort on God’s part to defeat Satan’s plan 
and protect Israel. Verse 16. The sea 
helped this same woman when it swallowed 
up the armies of Pharaoh, and why should 
not the earth help her at the time of the 
end when it is important that the nation 
be preserved and that the purpose of God 
be carried out? Possibly as the earth swal- 
lowed Korah and his company (Num. 
16:32), the earth will swallow the army 
sent after the people of God. 

5. A venting of Satan’s wrath upon the 
nation miraculously delivered, by making 
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war upon the remnant left behind by Is- 
rael upon her flight into the wilderness. 
Verse 17. It appears likely that by “the 
remnant of her seed” is meant those of 
Israel who will, after the rapture of the 
saints, have received the truth concerning 
Jesus Christ as Messiah and Saviour. Pos- 
sibly Israel, as a whole, will refuse to al- 
low those of Israel who will have become 
Christians to accompany the nation into 
the place of refuge divinely provided, and 
the Christian Israelites, being left behind, 
will have the wrath of Satan vented upon 
them. This appears to be what is here indi- 
cated. It may be stated, however, that the 
conclusion that the remnant is a body of 
Christians is not a conclusion to which we 
are bound to come. Israel has had “the 
testimony of Jesus Christ” ever since He, 
“the Faithful and true Witness,” bore 
testimony unto the nation “in the days of 
His flesh.” Israel has “the testimony of 
Jesus Christ” today, but has not accepted 
it. We say, comparing the heathen coun- 
tries, that the people of this country have 
the Gospel, whereas the people of heathen 
have it not. But, while the people of this 
country have the Gospel, only a few, com- 
paratively speaking, have accepted it. It 
is one thing to “have the testimony of 
Jesus Christ,” and it is another thing to 


_accept it. However, it seems likely that by 


the remnant we are to understand those 
who will have become Christians after the 
church age shall have closed. This appears 
to be indicated by the rendering of Wey- 
mouth—“This made the Dragon furiously 
angry with the woman, and he went else- 
where to make war upon her other chil- 
dren—those who keep God’s command- 
ments, and hold fast to the testimony of 
Jesus.” 
Stupy XXIV 

The Antichrist and the False Prophet, 
or, the Beast out of the Sea and the Beast 
out of the Earth. Chapter 13. 

Part ONE 

Dr. W. Leon Tucker calls these two 
beasts “the marine beast” and “the mun- 
dane beast.” The first is represented as 
rising “up out of the sea,” and the second 
as “coming up out of the earth.” 

The first clause of the first verse belongs 


to the last verse of the preceding chapter, 
and thus connected, should be rendered as 
the Revised Version renders it, “And the 
dragon waxed wroth with the woman, and 
went away to make war with the rest of 
her seed, which keep the commandments 
of God, and hold the testimony of Jesus: 
and he stood upon the sand of the sea.” 
This rendering is in accordance with the 
best and oldest manuscripts, and the Con. 
Ver. concurs in it. A note in the Con. 
Ver. reads, “The dragon, not John, was 
stationed so as to bring up the wild beast.” 

At the middle of Daniel’s seventieth 
week the Antichrist, it appears, will be 
assassinated and will be raised from the 
dead by the power of the devil, this power 
being granted by God. At that time he 
will become indwelt by Satan and will 
become “the beast.” The covenant that 
he will have made with the Jews at the 
beginning of the week will then be broken, 
and “the time of Jacob’s trouble” (Jer. 
30:7) will begin, that period of unprece- 
dented woe that will last three and one- 
half years and that was foretold by our 
Lord in His great prophetic discourse con- 
cerning the time of the end. (Matt. 
24:21). That our Lord’s utterances con- 
cerning the time of the end are to be re- 
garded as having a double interpretation 
is quite generally conceded, the reference 
being to the end of “the times of the Gen- 
tils,” and also to the siege and destruction 
of Jerusalem under Titus in A. D. 70. 
The full and final fulfillment of the 
prophecy is still future. 

I. The Antichrist, or the Beast out of 
the Sea. 

Some interpreters, and among them I 
might mention the name of Walter Scott, 
regard the first of the two beasts of this 
chapter as merely the political head of the 
revived Roman Empire, and the second as 
the Antichrist. I regard the first as not 
only the political head of the revived Rom- 
an Empire, but also as the Antichrist, and 
the second as the False Prophet who will 
be associated with the Antichrist and 
through whom miracles will be wrought 
by means of which the earth-dwellers will 
be deceived and constrained to worship the 
Antichrist.

$125,000 Just to Kill One Man 


Wars were just as deadly—even more 
deadly—in Hannibal’s or Julius Caesat’s 
time as today. But they were not so costly. 

It has been estimated that the cost of 
killing an enemy soldier was 75 cents in 
Caesar’s day; during the Thirty Years’ 
War which ended in 1648 it had risen to 
$50; and in the American Civil War the 
expense was $5,000 a man. 

But so vastly had the gentle art of 
wholesale slaughter changed in half a cen- 
tury that by the time of the first World 
War the cost of killing one man was $50,- 
000. And experience during the first few 
months of the present conflict indicates 
that the governments involved have to lay 
down the staggering sum of $125,000 for 
each dead combatant carted off the field 
or buried on the spot. 


A Day of Wasteness 


Not only does modern war lay waste 
the homes and lands of multitudes, to say 
nothing of the priceless lives that are lost, 
but it devours great sums of money in the 
production of war supplies. The follow- 
ing figures give some idea of what our 
own nation is spending on armaments. 
They are based on average estimates from 
official sources: 

Each 37-mill. antiaircraft gun, $20,000; 
37-mill. antitank gun, $5,000; 37-mill. 
high explosive shell, $4.54; 50-cal. machine 
gun (aerial), $1,576; 105-mill. howitzer, 
$25,000; Garand rifle, $80; hand grenade, 
$1.56; medium tank, $38,500; field ambu- 
lance, $1,200; heavy bomber, $350,000; 
light bomber, $135,000; barrage balloon, 
$5,400; parachute, $150.00; 20-lb. air 
bomb, $15; steel helmet, $2.80; 35,000 ton 
battleship, $70,000,000; torpedo, $8,500; 
mine, $400 to $1,000; 8-inch railway gun, 
$195,000; 16-in. shell and explosives; $1,- 
905. 

Aluminum Destroyer 


The Navy has approved a destroyer 
built of aluminum that will weigh about 
940 tons against a modern steel destroyer 
1,600 to 2,100. It will generate about 25 
per cent more speed or 52 knots which is 
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equivalent to about 60 miles an hour. It 
will be able to make a turn in one-third 
the space. 


British Churches Destroyed 


The total number of churches in Great 
Britain damaged or destroyed in air raids 
since the beginning of the war is 2,659. 
In addition to this figure, 304 church 
halls, 236 church schools, and 108 vica- 
rages have been destroyed, reports Elim 
Evangel. 


World’s Largest Cathedral 


A congregation of 10,000 worshiped in 
New York in the largest Gothic cathedral 
in the world—the Cathedral of St. John 
the Divine—New York’s great monument 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church which 
still is only two-thirds of the way toward 
completion. 

Twenty million dollars has been spent 
since the cornerstone of the cathedral was 
put in place forty-nine years ago. 

The completion of the cathedral will 
cost an additional $10,000,000. 

Built entirely of granite, without a sin- 
gle steel or oaken beam, the cathedral, 
after it is completed, is expected to outlive 
even the greatest of New York’s skyscrap- 
ers—to stand for 1,000 years or longer as 
a monument to Christianity. 

Religion in School 


New York City’s pioneer effort in re- 
ligious education for the children enrolled 
in its public schools will be further ex- 
tended to 30,000 children this year, Dr. 
Warren Blodgett has revealed. Dr. Blod- 
gett is chairman of the Inter-Denomina- 
tional Committee. This committee has ar- 
ranged with the Board of Education for a 
weekly one-hour religious training period 
during school time. 

Catholic churches have already set up 
179 Catholic centers for their children, 
and the Protestants have established 70 
interfaith centers for the training periods. 
Eventually, the Protestant centers are ex- 
pected to equal the number of Catholic 
centers. 

The purpose of the program is to teach 
the Christian religion and its traditions to 


school children. Leaders of the movement 
hope to have 99 per cent of the public 
school children enrolled within the near 
future. 

Staggering Increase in Alcoholism 

Cases of chronic alcoholism in the 
United States now total 1,000,000 and 
are increasing at the rate of almost 60,000 
cases a year, Dr. Thomas J. Meyers of 
Pasadena, California, told the convention 
of the American Osteopathic Association 
at Atlantic City. 

Alcohol, he added, has become the 
greatest public health problem next to 
syphilis, and the greatest economic prob- 
lem next to unemployment. 

Swearing and Ladies 

Private J. L. O’Connor, Canadian sol- 
dier, has been acquitted by court martial 
of two charges: (1) Calling his superior 
officer “a punk”; and (2) “embarrassing 
a lady.” The court held that O’Connor 
couldn’t have embarrassed the lady by 
swearing in a public conveyance because 
so many ladies swear. 

Women have certainly lost a lot by ap- 
ing men’s sins. We don’t condone swear- 
ing in men; but it certainly is shocking to 
hear a woman use profanity. God says, 
“Swear not at all.” 

Our Gambling Bill 

In 1938 petty gambling stakes in the 
United States totaled an estimated $4,- 
100,000,000. “Big Time” gambling stakes 
approximated $3,000,000,000. 

“Big Time” Gambling: Betting on 
races, legal and illegal, $2,200,000,000. 
Gambling houses, bucketshops, big sport 
pools, $800,000,000. 

“Petty Gambling: Sweepstakes tickets, 
$1,100,000,000. Other lotteries, number 
games, policy rackets, $1,500,000,000. Slot 
machines, pin ball machines, and punch 
boards, $1,000,000,000. “Bingo” games, 
rafles, and other organization contests, 
$500,000,000. 

Total, $7,100,000,000. 

More money passed in chance taking 
last year than was produced by all the 
farmers of the nation in 1936.

Gold Coast, British West Africa 
From their work in the Mamprussi tribe 
Brother and Sister Arnold Weston send 
greetings. In her letter Sister Weston 
writes: “Some of you have written asking 
about our garden. Well, we never did 
have all the vegetables we could eat on any 
one day. But we did have many meals 
enhanced with cucumbers, tomatoes, green 
peppers, and sweet corn, a few meals of 
beets, carrots, and radishes. The peas 
came up, flowered, and then died from in- 
sect pests. The string beans rotted from 
too much rain. The lima beans put on a 
few pods and then withered from too 
much sun. Just when the native squash 
were ripe they were stolen. Onions, cab- 
bage, potatoes and parsley did not grow. 
We have planted more seeds and are hop- 
ing that they will mature. We need an- 
other well to help with garden and grow- 
ing fruit trees. We have the money for it, 
but have not yet succeeded in getting na- 
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tives to dig it. There is food now. They 
are not hungry; so why should they work? 


“We are still having a hard time to get 
fresh eggs as the natives here have not yet 
become accustomed to the funny white 
man who wants eggs taken out of the nests 
before they are ‘ripe.’ .. . 


“All our spirits have risen again after 
the depressing battle with the children’s 
sickness. We are again enthusiastically 
working on a primer to commence teach- 
ing reading. The natives have an insati- 
able appetite for knowledge. They are 
willing to make any sacrifice to learn to 
read. ‘Teach us,’ they appeal to us, ‘so 
that we can become real people.’ We are 
determined to feed that intense interest 
with Scripture. 

“You will be amused at the type of peo- 
ple we have to deal with here. Arnold 
had a lesson in native psychology im- 
pressed upon him the other day. Two 
boys had worked for him for a couple of 
days cutting the tall grass, and had rfe- 
ceived their pay. You could never guess 
how they spent their money. When Ar- 
nold went into the native market, here 
were these boys strutting around the mar- 
ket with pompous airs swinging five-foot 
walking sticks, while behind them walked 
two hired drummers beating their drums 
so that all the people in the market would 
look at them! This method of ‘showing 
off? is quite common. 


“To counterbalance this desire to feel 
important, we thank God that there is an 
increasing desire to feel the presence of 
the Holy Spirit. When Arnold went into 
a village the other day, the elders sent 
word to him, ‘Come and sit down and talk 
with us because your presence gives us a 
sense of well-being.’ Thus they recognize 
the Spirit of God within the Christian. . . . 

“Opening up a new field to the Gospel 
is a terrific spiritual and physical struggle. 
Sometimes we become so weak and weary 
that we cry out to God in our need, ‘Oh, 
God, put the burden on someone at home.’ 
And then we feel the pressure lift and 
we know God is using some of you to 
carry the load... .”

CHURCH CONTRIBUTIONS 
DEDUCTABLE 15 PER CENT 
TAX FREE 

Individuals who file an income tax re- 
turn for 1941 are allowed to deduct all 
gifts, donations, or contributions made to 
the church and its many auxiliary depart- 
ments up to 15 per cent of the net income 
as computed on the tax return. 

This deduction also includes donations 
to non-profit charitable, religious, scien- 
tific, literary, or educational institutions, 
wherever located in the United States. 
~ However, this deduction is only for 
those items actually paid in 1941 regard- 
less of when pledged. If the contribution 
is other than in cash, then the fair market 
value of the property given is the amount 
of the donation, such as donations of 
foods, store clothing, and fuel. 

Church members who tithe are per- 
mitted to deduct the entire tithe, up to 15 
per cent of the computed net income; but 
in that case they could not deduct dona- 
tions made to other organizations men- 
tioned in the second paragraph, since they 
have already reached the 15 per cent limi- 
tation in their deduction permitted by law. 

Churches should keep a record of those 
who make regular or substantial contribu- 
tions so that the church member could 
resort to the church records for verifying 
his income tax deduction of church dona- 
tions. Any person who desires to claim a

CHAPLAINS TELL OF 
APPRECIATION OF GOSPELS 
SENT TO ARMED FORCES!! 


Perhaps not until they reach heaven it- 
self will the Christ’s Ambassadors of Cali- 
fornia and Nevada know how much good 
has been accomplished by their act of send- 
ing 75,000 gospels as Christmas gifts to 
the Armed Forces of the Pacific Area. 

All of us who were privileged to be 
there, were stirred on that Saturday night 
of the great C. A. Convention in Fresno, 
when we were called upon to give the $750 
necessary to send out this great quantity 
of gospels containing the Christmas story 
to the men on the West Coast, in Alaska, 
the Hawaiian Islands, and the Philippines, 
who are sacrificing their lives in defense 
of their country. We prayed ever so ear- 
nestly the next night when the first copy 
of those gospels was dedicated to this 
great work ... and since then, many hun- 
dreds of Christ’s Ambassadors have 
prayed prayer upon prayer that the Holy 
Spirit would use these gospels to the salva- 
tion of many souls. 

We have told you the story before, in 
the columns of this page, of the sending 
of these gospels to our soldiers. That story 
was catried to multitudes of daily papers 
throughout the United States by the As- 
sociated Press, and to our whole Pente- 
costal constituency through the pages of 
the Pentecostal Evangel. 

How our hearts were thrilled when sev- 
eral weeks after our convention we learned 
that those gospels which were sent to Ha- 
waii and the Philippines had LEFT SAN 
FRANCISCO NINE DAYS BEFORE 
THE WAR BROKE OUT ON DE- 
CEMBER 7th. We have no way of know- 
ing as yet whether these actually reached 
their ultimate destinations. Undoubtedly 
those destined for Hawaii did, and we 
may be able to give you a story on this at 
a later date when we have the acknowl- 
edgments of the receipt of the gospels 
from the chaplains in the Islands. 

However, we have received any number 
of letters from the Army Chaplains sta- 
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tioned on the West Coast, telling of the 
arrival of the Gospels at their particular 
posts, and the appreciation of the service 
men to whom they were given. For mili- 
tary reasons we are not allowed to give the 
names and the outfits of these chaplains, 
but we do want to quote from a few of 
their letters.

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STUDIES IN REVELATION 
(Continued from page 5) 


1. This beast is represented as coming 
“up out of the sea.” In 17:15, we read, 
“The waters which thou sawest, where the 
whore sitteth, are peoples, and multitudes, 
and nations, and tongues.” And the “peo- 
ples, and multitudes, and nations, and 
tongues,” are evidently represented as 
waters for the reason that the sea is ever 
restless. In Isa. 57:20, we read, “The 
wicked are like the troubled sea, when it 
cannot rest, whose waters cast up mire and 
dirt.” Was there ever a time when there 
was greater proof of this than at the pres- 
ent time? This beast, then, is to rise from 
among the unsettled and troubled masses 
of humanity. 


2. Mark the fact that the beast had 
seven heads, and ten horns, and upon his 
horns ten diadems, and upon his heads 
blasphemous names. At the time of the 
appearance of the dragon in chapter 12 
the ten kings were not yet crowned. Hence 
there were no diadems upon the ten horns; 
the diadems were upon the seven heads, in- 
dicating that the sovereignty of the world 
was vested in Satan, and that he had not 
yet delegated it to the ten kings that were 
about to reign, and that will reign in the 
days when “the beast out of the sea” shall 
have dominion over the revived Roman 
Empire and over all the earth. The numer- 
als seven and ten are both significant. 


3. Note the description we have of this 
beast in verse two, and the relation the 
beast bears to the beast Daniel saw in his 
“beast vision” in Dan. 7. This beast was 
“like unto a leopard, and his feet were as 
the feet of a bear, and his mouth as the 
mouth of a lion,” and the first of the 
beasts Daniel saw in his vision was “like a 
lion,” the second “like a bear,” and the 
third “like a leopard.” The fourth of the 
four beasts Daniel saw was a nondescript 
monster, evidently a vision of this same 
beast that was beheld by John rising “up 
out of the sea.” Daniel was looking for- 
ward, John was looking backward as well 
as forward. Three of the beasts of Dan- 
iel’s vision had, in John’s day, come and 
gone: the one like a lion, and the one like 
a bear, and the one like a leopard. The 
various characteristics of these beasts are 
all to be in evidence in this beast at the 
time of the end. Daniel, looking forward, 
saw the lion, the bear, and the leopard; 
John, looking backward, saw the leopard, 
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the bear, and the lion; only in the case 


. of John he saw the four beasts as one, 


the terrible monster, the fourth beast in 
Daniel’s vision, having devoured the pre- 
ceding three, and, therefore, possessing all 
of their characteristics. The empires of 
Babylonia, Medo-Persia, Grecia, and 
Rome have come and gone, but the old 
Roman Empire is to be revived at the time 
of the end, and will consist of ten feder- 
ated kingdoms, and in it will be all the 
fearful characteristics of its predecessors. 
What God would have us see is that at the 
end of this age all the world powers, and 
all dominion in the earth, will be gathered 
up and concentrated in one man, the great 
superman the world has been longing for, 
and looking forward to the coming of, for 
many years. Gentile world dominion down 
to the end of the age was symbolized by 
the four wild beasts Daniel saw in his 
vision, and at the end of the age world 
dominion will be vested in the Antichrist 
symbolized in this vision by the beast out 
of the sea. 


4. The significance of verse three should 
not be overlooked. The Antichrist will be 
in existence at the beginning of the tribu- 
lation period, but he will not be mani- 
fested as Antichrist until a later period, 
perhaps the middle of the week when he 
will be assassinated and raised from the 
dead by the power of the devil and indwelt 
by Satan. During the first half of the 
week he will reign in his mortal form. 
Our Lord’s ministry lasted three and one- 
half years; then He was crucified and 
raised from the dead by the power of God. 
The devil will endeavor to duplicate this 
record in the life of Antichrist. John 
says, “All the world wondered after the 
beast.” Why? The world will say, “We 
do not know whether the Christ of the 
Christian was raised from the dead or not; 
we did not see him rise; we simply have 
the testimony of men who lived in His 
day; they may have lied; but here is a man 
we know was slain, and we have seen him 
rise, or have the testimony of those who 
have seen him rise; this man is surely the 
great power of God, and worthy of our 
veneration, of our worship.” And the 
world will worship him. The world re- 
fuses to worship Christ, but the world will 
worship the Antichrist indwelt by Satan.

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Whom Senve Ue? 


For a few moments I would like to “stir 
up your pure minds by way of remem- 
brance: that ye may be mindful of the 
words which were spoken before by the 
holy prophets, and of the commandments 
of us the apostles of the Lord and Sav- 
iour.” 2 Peter 3:1-2. Peter was burdened 
because God’s people so easily forgot some 
things they should have remembered. 
What the prophets and apostles had spok- 
en should have been to them a guiding 
light to prevent formal and mechanical 
ministry. We so readily fall into just such 
a rut unless we keep in remembrance 
those searching and soul-stirring truths 
which will keep us awake and watchful. 


With this thought in mind, I remind 
you of the words of our Master, when He 
said, “IF ANY MAN SERVE ME, LET 
HIM FOLLOW ME.” John 12:26. 
These are searching words when we allow 
them to probe our hearts. To be accept- 
able our service MUST bear evidences 
of following Him. The context tells us 
that a grain of wheat must fall into the 
ground and DIE before its fruitfulness 
can be manifested; and this was the an- 
swer Jesus gave when they said that cer- 
tain Greeks desired to see Him. In other 
words, if Jesus is to be seen by the inquir- 
ing Greeks today, it can only be through 
the Christ-following Christians, who are 
willing to be dying witnesses,-GRAINS 
OF WHEAT, hid in Christ, but living 
epistles. The indication is that the way we 
follow Christ will determine the QUAL- 


ITY of our service. 


Briefly, let us consider the way He 
walked. First, in OBEDIENCE. “Lo, 
I come, (in the volume of the book it is 
written of me,) to do thy will, O God.” 
Heb. 10:7. He made a complete surren- 
der and determined to be fully obedient 
to the known will of God all through His 
earthly life and ministry. When it called 
for suffering through being misunder- 
stood, or misrepresented, or when it must 
be a night of battle in prayer, He was al- 
ways teady and obedient. Finally He 
drank the bitter cup in Gethsemane, and 
climbed Golgotha’s rugged steep to die on 
the accursed tree that he might be obedient 
even unto the death of the cross. “Let 
this mind be in you which was also in

Christ Jesus: who being the form of God 
thought it not robbery to be equal with 
God: but made himself of no reputation, 
and took upon him the form of a SERV- 
ANT, and was made in the likeness of 
men: and being found in fashion as a 
man, he humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death of 
the cross.” Philippians 2:5-8. In His 
obedience we see His HUMILITY; the 
Creator taking on the likeness of the 
creature of His creation, and yet not feel- 
ing He was robbed in laying aside His 
glory to be clothed with our humiliation. 
He was put to an open shame for us, thus 
revealing His fathomless love for fallen, 
depraved, rebellious man whom He came 
to save and to conquer, not by force, but 
by love. 


Such was the abnegation of the glorious 
Son of God in order that He may serve 
His Father’s purpose and do His will, and 
arise as our bright morning star with heal- 
ing in His wings. As we now search our 
hearts, can we say we have followed in His 
steps? Is our service seasoned with the 
marks of following Christ over this rugged 
way? “Obedience is better than sacrifice.” 
Can we say with Paul, “I have not been 
disobedient to the heavenly vision” and “I 
bear in my body the marks of the Lord 
Jesus.” 

It is possible to be mechanical, and to 
serve for many unsanctified purposes, be- 
ing proud of our humility, and live for 
self. We can only serve acceptably as we 
follow Him in truth, having an eye single 
to the glory of God, and remembering that 
our service, or works, shall be tried by 
fire. Will they then be wood, hay, or 
stubble? Shall we be empty-handed after 
all? Have we been only a “sounding 
brass or a_ tinkling cymbal?” The 
outward cloak of Christianity is only 
a farce and a sham unless we are clothed 
from within; then our hands will produce 
sanctified labor, “gold, silver, or precious 
stones.” Our feet will tread in the way 
of obedience, humility, and love. Then 
our lives will reflect CHRIST FORMED 
INGUS. 


Whom serve ye? Let us remember the 
Psalmist, when he said, Wait on the Lord, 
be of good courage, and he shall strength- 


en thy heart.” A fixed heart is necessary 
that we be not turned aside to vainglory, 
selfishness, personal ambition, and pride, 
but that we will ever desire HIS LIKE- 
NESS IN SPIRIT AND DEED.
